1 . LATEST CHECKS WITH LOCAL POLICE FRANKFURT CITY (KRIMINAL 
POLICE), LANDESKRIMINALAMT, AND LANDESAMT FUER VERFASSUNGSSCHUTZ 
HAVE PRODUCED NO INFORMATION OF POSSIBLE TERRORIST ACTIVITIES 
WHICH DIRECTLY IMPACT ON U.S. SECURITY INTERESTS. 

2. AS REPORTED IN STUTTGART 1006 THE SOLDATEED UN RESERVISTEN 
KOMMITTEE (SRK) OF THE KOMMUNISTISHCE BUND WEST-DUESTSCHLAND 
(KBW) HELD A CONGRESS IN FRANKFURT MAY 13-14TH. AT THIS CONGRESS 
THE SRK DECIDED UPON A POLICY TO PUBLICLY EMBARASS THE U.S. 

MILITARY IN GERMANY THROUGH RALLIES, DEMONSTRATIONS AND PUBLICITY 
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CAMPAIGNS AIMED AT DENIGRATING THE U.S. PRESENCE IN THE 
EYES OF THE LOCAL POPULACE. THUS FAR THE NET EFFECT OF THEIR 
EFFORTS HAS BEEN ZERO. 

3. NOT DIRECTLY RELATED TO SUBJECT BUT WHICH MIGHT IMPINGE 
UPON U.S. OBJECTIVES IN THE FRANKFURT AREA, PARTICULARLY 

THE MILITARY PRESENCE IN WIESBADEN WAS A LETTER WARNING RECEIVED 
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BY THE DEUTSCHE PRESS AGENTUR (DPA), FRANKFURT ON MAY 31, 1978 
FROM THE REV OLUTIONAIRE ZELLEN (RZ). THE TWO PAGE LETTER REFERENCED 
THE BOMBINGS OF THE FRANKFURT V CORPS HQ'S BUILDING AND TERRACE 
CLUB AS WELL AS THE RHEIN MAIN OFFICERS' CLUB. THE LETTER 
CLAIMED THAT PERSONS WHO USED TO FREQUENT THE TERRACE CLUB AND/ 

OR RHEIN MAIN OFFICER'S CLUB HAVE NOW TAKEN TO FREQUENTING OTHER 
CLUBS SUCH AS THE OTHER CLUBS IN WEISBADEN BECAUSE THEY ARE 
"SAFER". THE RZ LETTER ENDED WITH THE WARNING "WE HAVE FOLLOWED 
THEM". 

4. THE LETTER WAS ANALYZED BY THE FRANKFURT CITY KRIMINAL POLICE 
DIVISION AND THE HESSE LKA WHO BELIEVED IT TO BE A GENUINE 
CORRESPONDENCE FROM THE RZ. BOTH OFFICES DECLINED COMMENT 

ON THE CAPABILITY OF THE RZ TO FOLLOW THROUGH ON THEIR IMPLIED 
THREAT AGAINST U.S. MILITARY FACILITIES IN WIESBADEN. 

5. NO OTHER PAROCHIAL ISSUES IMPINGE UPON U.S. SECURITY 
INTERESTS AT THIS TIME. 

6. U.S. AUTHRITIES (OSI. MI, AND LLO) AS WELL AS LKA AND 

LFU CONTINUE TO MONITOR THE LOCAL TERRORIST SCENE THROUGHOUT 
LAND HESSE AND RHEINLAND-PFALZ. SPECIAL ATTENTION HAS BEEN 
PLACED UPON ANY INDICATIONS THAT AMERICANS OR AMERICAN INTERESTS 
MIGHT BECOME TARGETS OF TERRORIST ACTIVITY.LEHMANN 
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
